A vision of pure evil, yet 
as the Doctor correctly assessed, 
this "Hermaphrodite Hexapod" 
could scarcely hurt a fly, and for 
its services to the cause of peace 
the Galactic Federation made 
Centauri the principle ambas- 




















that sounds cruel, consider what 
the white blood cells in your 
own body do to invading 
bacteria. As the Doctor said to 
Jo, “Everything is relative". 

Inevitably the stories which 
polarise the concept of things 
not being as they first appear are 
the ones where the Doctor has 
come up against super-beings 
with god-like powers — powers 
to decimate whole planets with 
the merest whim. It happened in 
1971 with the five part serial 
"The Daemons". When the alien 
creature, Azal, finally appeared 
before the Doctor, the Master 
and a group of villlagers, it truly 



looked like the classical image 
of the Devil. Fangs, horns, cloven 
hooves and deep, slanted eyes. 
Yet the Doctor recognised Azal 
as a scientist from an immensely 
old and powerful civilisation. 
The Daemons experimented with 
life, nurturing experimental 

species on many planets to try 
and refine so-called ideal 

societies. If the experiments 
succeeded the controlling 
Daemons would pass on god-like 
powers to the leaders of the 
emergent civilisations. But, if 
failure was observed then calmly 
and without remorse the 

Daemons would destroy a whole 
race! 

Finally there was Sutekh, the 
Osiran, a being who had 
destroyed many worlds. In the 
epic confrontation between 

Sutekh and the Doctor the

School teacher writes for Dr Who 


Did you know that 
William Emms, the man 
who wrote the 1965 serial 
“Galaxy Four” was a school 
teacher who taught in a 
local school in Newport, 
Wales? Having conceived the 
idea of the Drahvins and 
Chumblies he submitted the 
storyline to Script-editor 
Dennis Spooner and no-one 
was more surprised than 
William Emms himself when 
he was contacted by the 
BBC with a request to 
expand it into a full script. 

Although scripts are 
done by professional writers 
commissioned by the Dr 
Who Production Office, 
such occurrences do happen 
from time to time. In fact 
one of the stories under 
consideration for this 
coming season has been 
penned by a 19-year-old fan 
of the programme! We’d 
like to add that the BBC 
now have enough scripts. 



Uncovering 
Dr Who 
locations 

Thanks this week to 
reader Gary Hopkins from 
South Wales for uncovering 
the locations for the 1968 
Patrick Troughton serial 
“Enemy of the World” — 
shortly to be adapted into 
book form by Target. 

Much of the events of 
this story revolved around 
Australia where the 
TARDIS landed and where 
the Doctor, under suspicion 
of being the evil despot 
Salanader, was attacked by 
mercenaries aboard a hover¬ 
craft. 

In truth the coral 
beaches of Australia were 
no further down under than 
Redhill in Surrey and Little- 
hampton in Sussex. The 
first true overseas location 
work being done in Paris for 
last year’s serial “The City 
of Death”. 


Pinnacle paperbacks in U.S. 


American reader Larry 
Wauchop has just informed 
us that Pinnacle Books, a 
publishing firm in the 
United States, has elected to 
release ten more Dr Who 
paperbacks for the 
American market. 

When the States began 
screening the first 23 Tom 
Baker adventures, back in 
the summer of 1978, 
Pinnacle Books secured the 


rights to publish ten of the 
Target Dr Who paperbacks 
but with the wording 
modified for American 
readership. Thus phrases 
like “bonnet of the lorry” 
became “hood of the truck” 
and the Doctor’s famous 
jelly babies became “jelly 
beans”! 

Those ten books, which 
include “Genesis of the 
Daleks”, “Day of the 


Daleks” and “The Android 
Invasion” have been so 
successful that Pinnacle 
have decided to publish a 
further series. 

Along with reworded 
cjialogue the books also 
boast changed covers to 
their Target counterparts. 
Pinnacle Books are available 
in this country but only 
from science fiction book¬ 
shops.

Students of Oxford 
University beware! Your 
peaceful surroundings are 
soon to be shattered by the 
arrival of a Dalek ambassa¬ 
dor. 

Affectionately named 
“Cuddles” - after Abslom 
Daak’s nick-name for cap¬ 
tive Daleks — the casing is 
being put together by 
students Geoff Cotterill and 
Gary Stratman with the aid 
of the Playhouse Theatre 
Workshop. The pair were 
fortunate to be able to 


enlist the help, of BBC 
Effects Designer Peter 
Logan - who worked on 
“Destiny of the Daleks” - 
to provide a set of plans 
from which “Cuddles” took 
shape out of hardboard, 
chip-board and papier- 
mache. Geoff estimates the 
cost of the entire project to 
be around £80 which will 
include the making of a 
“ring modulator” — the 
electronic device that turns 
normal human speech into 
the harsh sound of a Dalek.
